Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Freaks of Nature # 2 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains several photographs which show scenes from the associated video 
recording. The slick's title and descriptive material degrades the models by labelling them as 
freaks and sexual oddities. Grey dots superimposed on all photographs focus attention on sexual 
characteristics which the text identifies as "freaky". This emphasis on the body parts of the actors 
is dehumanising. The video slick portrays women in a particularly degrading and demeaning way. 
The tone of the descriptions is derogatory. Most of the examples pictured are women. That none 
of the men are shown in the same bizarre light suggests that it is the women, in their various 
poses and guises, who are the "freaks of nature" of the title. 

The Classification Office considers that, if this video slick were to be submitted under si 3(1) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), it would be likely to be 
classified under s23 of the FVPC Act as objectionable. In accordance with reg 28(3)(a), the video 
slick entitled Freaks of Nature #2 is not approved.
